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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's argument about Wood 
science and Holzfoschung (page 8, last paragraph), Soxhlet extraction can be performed in batches. Concerning the argument about 
Holzforschung paper (page 9, 2nd paragraph; page 1 1 , 2nd paragraph) , Johansson et al explicitly teach extractives are composed of 
tropolones, and tropolones are the main target of extraction in current claim 1 , thus the reference does not teach away from the current 
invention. Regarding the argument about Diebold et al (page 9, last two paragraphs), Diebold et al explicitly teach lignin extraction and 
separation from crude cellulose (col 1 , lines 48-52), thus the 1 03 rejection stands for the reasons of the record. Regarding the yield of 
tropolones in Wood science, Table 4 explicitly teaches the yield of tropolones is 4%, which means 4 g out of 100 g western red cedar 
heartwood and mechanical pulps, and the alledgedly surprising result in Example 1 of the specification does not mention anything about 
tropolone yield at all. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive, and therefore the rejections in the 
record are maintained.. 
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
